good yield, bur »r>rimr 
low thn average. 


In Whitmore, Long Creek and Mt. 


Zion, corn is excellent, wheat very fair, 
and oats fully up to the average, and, tbe 
same may be said of Wheatland and Ma- 
con. In Blue Mound, Harrlstown and 
Niantic, the corn crop is simply immense. 
The stalks are heavily eared, and the ears 
arp well filled. Wheat it .Mr, and oats 
fully up,to'«l» average vAt we go ea»t 
through Oakley, the corn seems to be fully 
up to tbe average, though some fields have 
suffered considerably from tbe chinch bug. 
Bolh fall and spring sown wheat have 
made a good yield, and oats are a very 
fair crop. In Hickory wheat has done re- 
markably well, especially the fall sown. 
Mr. Ephraim Bear raised 800 .bushels from 
thirty acres, 'which would be: twentfsii 
and two-thirds bushels to tbe acre. Corn 
ia also generally good throughout this 
township. Illini and Maroa are also fa- 
vored with lully average crops of corn, 
oats and wheat, and on the whole our 
county is highly favored. The potato 
crop will be rather light, though the yield 
will be ample for home consumption, and 
there will be a surplus for shipping to the 
largs maikots.

While some parts of the State are suiter- 


ing from severe drought, frequent showers 
have visited our county, eo that not until 
within the last two weeks has anything 
suHered at all for rain, and as a general 
thing, as shown above, tbe harvests will 
be bountiful. 
Added to tbe above encour- 


aging facts may be added tbe other impor- 
tant one, that'all ojr farmers have raised 
is certain to command a high price. |Gorn 
certainly cannot fall below fifty cent's, nor 
wheat below a dollar, and fruit and all 
other products of the farm will bear a 
price correspondingly remunerative. 


The above facts are not only encoura- 


ging to farmers themselves, but, to mechan- 
ics and merchants as well. As we have 
often said, tbe interest of all classes are 
BO linked together that tbe prosperity of 
ono branch of industry helps all others. 
So let all rejoice with tho farmer in the 
rich reward he is certain to realize for his 
labor this year.
